and others. Carbolic acid wilt destroy 
the germs of putrefaction, and is the 
enemy ofinfection. Chlorine acts both 
as'an intiseptic anda purifier of the air, 
the latter by forming chemical change 
in the injurious compounds. Its 
odor is somewhat objectionable, as is 
that also of carbolic acid, iodine less 
so. A little kept anywhere exposed 
in a room wili be sufficient. The two 
classes both need to be used. They 
are cheap and will purify and keep 
{the rooms, mace also more 
pleasant by ventilation—small means 
to effect important results.

INDEBTEDNFSS OF THE DIFFER- 

NT COUNTIES, CITIES AND TOWNS

The Late Great Cycione. 

The cyclone on last Saturday after- 
neon proves to be equally as bad if 
not worse than the one of the 20th of 
Mareh, which proved so disastrous 
in certain sections of North Caro- 
lina. Itswept aeross Georgia and 
~outh Carolina, doing immense dam- 
age. The Augusta Constitutionalist 
hashad a reporter to foliow its track, 
and here isa synopsis of what hesays 
of it: 

“As near as ean be ascertained, it 
entered Georgia in Harris county 
several miles north of the point where 
tie one last March crossed the Chat- 
tahoochee from Alabama. It then 
swept with desolation ruin 
through Merrywether, Upson, Hen- 
ry, Butts, Newton, Morgan, Greene, 
Oglethorpe, Wilkes and  Lineoln, 
und then crossing the Savannah, et- 
tered South Carolina, and over ¢tdge- 
field, Lexington and Richland coun- 
ties.”’ 

The reporter’s account fillsup eight 
columns of the Constitutionalist, and 
theCharlotie Clserver thus condenses 
the account: 


The first sufferers were the family 
ofa Mr. Norton, living near Coving- 
ton. His house was lifted up and 
dashed to pieces, killing or danger- 
ously wounding the whole family.— 
The next were at Union Point, where 
it demolished a Justices court which 
Was in session at the time. Every 
building but one at this station was 
blown down. A begro man was 
blown fitty yards and his brains dasb- 
ed out against a pine stump, and 
(Wenty Other persons seriously injur- 
ed, Fontenay mills was next the 
scene of disaster. Mr. Asbury’s resi- 
dence was blown entirely away, and 
little left to show that there had ever 
been a building on the spot. All the 
liouses of the factory hands were 
‘lown down too, Bairdstown suffer- 
td terribly too, and a young lady of 
that town saved her father’s house by 
running jiu the faee of the sturm and 
closing the front door, 

Six miles west of Covington, Cap- 
lain M. Cunningham suffered 
the total loss of his mansion and its 
contents.. His wife and four ehil- 
dren, in the building atthe time it 
fell, escaped unhurt. Itis said this 
pious lady left her childern in one 
room and repaired herself to an ad- 
joining apartment to .pray to the 
ituler of the elements when the tem- 
pest burst upon her home. Cats, 
chickens and yuineas, were killed on 
the place by the furious blasts. A 
Loard from the wheat house was 
lound three miles from its point of 
departure ina reverse direction to 
the course of the storm, and letters 
Were blawn seven miles to Coving- 
ton, which were picked up and re- 
turned to Capt. Cunningham. LBed- 
“ingwas lodged in tree tops half a 
Mile away, anda heavy twelve inch 
timber plate, sixty feet long, was lif- 
led to un adjoining plantation, A 
hegre hamed Andrew Tillman, in 
an Outhouse, was struck on the fore- 
lead over the left eye by a descen- 
ding ratter, the skul fractured, and 
Several pieces of bone driven into 
the brain. These were extracted by
